Historical 


The  State  of  Texas  gave  a  charter  to  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  June  6,  1881,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Texas  Wesleyan  College.  This  charter 
carried  authority  to  maintain  the  usual  college 
curricula  and  to  confer  degrees.  At  the  annual 
meetihg  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  June,  1889,  the 
charter  was  amended  under  the  name  of  Fort  Worth 
University.  As  such  it  continued  doing  university 
work  until  June  i,  191 1.  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  State  of  Oklahoma,  on  June  22nd, 
1901,  began  laying  plans  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance!  of  an'  institution  of  higher  learning 
within  the  bounds  of  Oklahoma  territory.  After  sev- 
eral years  experience  in  educational  matters  in  the 
southwest  the  Church  wisely  resolved  to  change  its 
educational  policy.  Whereas  it  had  sought  to  main- 
tain two  educational  institutions  in  this  section  of 
country,  it  deci'ded,  in  view  of  the  ever  increasing 
demand  for  larger  faculties,  larger  libraries,  and 
more  complete  scientific  apparatus,  that  it  could  ren- 
der greater  service  to  the  young  people  of  the  south- 
west by  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  one 
University. 

It  was  not  a  coincidence  but  a  providence  that 
the  two  great  states,  Texas  and  Oklahoma,  immedi- 
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ately  and  without  dissension  endorsed  the  plan. 
Thus  the  Methodi'st  Episcopal  Churchy  through  her 
educational  boards  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma,  at  once 
decided  to  take  such  educational  resources  and  equip- 
ment as  it  had  in  Epworth  University,  Oklahoma 
City,  and  Fort  Worth  University,  Fort  Worth, 
Texas,  and  amalgamate  the  two  in  the  establishment 
of  the  Methodist  University  of  Oklahoma.  This  act 
of  combining  these  two  great  forces  has  immediately 
produced  an  institution  of  unusual  strength. 

As  both  institutions  held  membership  in  the 
University  Senate  it  was  easy  for  the  new  University 
to  gain  recognition  from  that  body,  so  on  January 
9,  1912,  the  Methodist  University  of  Oklahoma  was 
admitted  to  the  University  Senate.  The  new  Uni- 
versity has  an  immense  field — one  of  the  largest  in 
the  country — and  it  is  equally  true  that  it  has  a 
splendid  outlook. 


General  Information 


LOCATION  AND  ADVANTAGES 

The  Methodist  University  of  Oklahoma  is  situ- 
ated in  Guthrie,  a  charming  residence  city,  with  well 
paved  streets,  sidewalks,  trees,  street  car  facilities, 
parks,  mineral  wells,  and  excellent  stores. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  Guth- 
rie, the  magnificent  Conventi'on  Hall  and  campus  of 
ten  acres,  in  a  choice  part  of  the  best  section  of  the 
city,  was  formally  turned  over  to  the  University  au- 
thorifties  at  a  special  election  held  May  9,  1913. 
The  large  and  well  furnished  building  adapts  itself 
well  to  school  purposes,  and  the  University  is  proud 
in  the  possession  of  the  finest  site  for  an  aducation- 
al  institution  in  the  state  of  Oklahoma.  The  cam- 
pus is  within  easy  walking  distance  of  the  heart  of 
the  city,  with  car  service  at  the  door.  There  is 
ample  room  for  several  additional  buildings  as  they 
shall  be  necessary,  and  other  available  property  will 
make  it  possible  to  establisb  at  Guthrie  one  of  the 
greatest  University  plants  of  the  southwest. 

ACCESSIBILITY 

Guthrie  is  easily  reached  by  railroad  from  all 
parts  of  the  state,  having  eight  railroads  and  forty- 
seven   passenger  trains   daily. 
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RELIGIOUS  ATMOSPHERE 

The  University  is  frankly  Christian  in  its  Hfe 
and  work,  and  every  incentive  is  given  toward  the 
formation  of  Christian  character  in  the  students. 
Although  under  the  patronage  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  it  is  not  sectarian  in  the  sense  of 
teaching  the  religious  tenets  of  any  sect,  and  the 
greatest  freedom  of  religious  belief  is  guaranteed  to 
all. 

Devotional  exercises  are  held  in  the  chapel  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  mornings, 
under  the  direction  of  the  faculty,  at  which  attend- 
ance is  required.  On  Wednesdays,  the  Christian  As- 
sociations meet  at  the  chapel  hour. 

All  of  the  leading  denominations  are  represented 
in  Guthrie,  and  extend  to  students  a  cordial  invita- 
tion to  unite  with  them  in  Christian  fellowship,  and 
each  student  is  urged  by  the  faculty  to  identify  him- 
self with  the  church  of  his  choice. 

SUGGESTIONS  TO  PARENTS 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  have  the  students 
present  on  the  day  of  enrollment,  and,  except  for 
extraordinary  reasons^  they  should  not  be  permitted  to 
leave  until  the  end  of  the  semester.  Each  day  of  a 
school  year  is  an  important  day.  Hence,  all  absences, 
whether  protracted  or  brief,  are  detrimental  to  the 
best  work. 

When  students  are  making  a  good  record  they 
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should  be  complimented;  when  they  are  doing  poor 
\vt)rk  they  should  be  stimulated.  Parents  can  do 
much  toward  strengthening  the  hands  of  the  teachers 
and  making  their  work  successful,  if  only  they  will 
pursue  the  right  course.  A  wise  word  from  the  home 
is  often  of  incalcuable  value.  It  is  like  ''apples  of 
gold  in  pictures  of  silver.'' 

All  persons  having  children  or  wards  in  the 
University  are  invited  to  communicate  with  the 
Chancellor  and  Faculty  regarding  them.  It  is  our 
plan,  purpose  and  ambition  to  build  up  and  maintain 
a  school  not  only  of  high  grade,  but  of  great  practical 
usefulness.  We  will,  therefore,  welcome  all  criticisms 
and  suggestions  looking  toward  that  end.  If  we  can 
serve  you  by  awakening  the  aspirations  or  by  pro' 
tecting  the  characters  of  your  sons  and  daughters,  we 
shall  be  delighted  to  do  so. 

GOVERNMENT 

The  purpose  of  the  University  is  to  make  men 
and  women  of  strong  Christian  character.  In  such 
an  ihstitution  as  this,  the  relations  of  students  and 
teachers  ought  to  be  such  as  to  inspire  confidence 
and  mutual  respect;  and  students  who  enter  school 
for  personal  improvement  are  likely  to  be  diligent 
in  study,  orderly  in  deportment,  and  manly  and  wom- 
anly in  character.  Rules  for  conduct  are  therefore 
few  and  simple,  and  students  are  expected  to  observe 
loyally  all  such  rules  and  requests  from  the  Univer-

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BOARD.  ROOM  AND  INCIDENTALS 

Expenses  while  attending  college  depend  largely 
on  the  individual  pupil.  Students  may  be  economical 
or  extravagant.  We  give  below  an  esti'mate  for 
board,  room  and  incidental  expenses  on  a  conservative 
and  liberal  basis. 
Board  and  Room  (Conservative)  per  semester,  $63.00 

Board   and   Room    (Liberal)    per   semester  81.00 

Incidentals,  books,  etc.,  per  semester  15.00 

The  above  multiplied  by  two  would  represent  the 
expenses  for  the  entire  year.  Many  of  the  students 
rent  rooms  and  do  light  housekeeping,  thus  reducing 
the  expenses  considerably  below  the  conservative 
estimate. 

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Discipline  students  select  their  own  places 
of  lodging  and  boarding,  and  are  expected  to  conform 
to  such  conduct  as  secures  the  quiet  and  order  of  a 
well  regulated  home.  Those  who  let  rooms  expect 
from  the  students  observance  of  the  proprieties  of 
good  society.  When  the  room  is  once  engaged  it  is 
for  the  entire  semester,  unless  specifically  agreed 
upon  otherwise,  and  can  not  be  changed  during  the 
semester  except  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  parties 
immediately  concerned  and  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Discipline. 
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PAYMENTS 

All  students  are  enrolled  for  the  school  year,  or 
the  current  semester,  unless  special  arrangements  are 
made  with  the  Chancellor  or  Registrar. 

All  bills  for  tuition,  incidentals  and  fees  in  all 
departments  are  due  and  must  be  paid  in  advance  at 
the  beginning  of  each  semester. 

Before  a  student  is  admitted  to  any  class,  his  en- 
rollment card  must  bear  the  signature  of  the  Vice 
Chancellor  or  Registrar. 

No  student  will  be  alloimd  to  graduate  from 
any  department  tmtil  he  has  paid  or  satisfactorily  ad- 
justed all  bills. 

The  above  terms  constitute  the  contract  between 
the  student  and  the  University.  The  student's 
entrance  and  registration  is  his  acceptance  of  the  con- 
tract. All  changes  or  variations  must  be  made  with 
the  consent  of  both  parties. 

DISCOUNTS  AND  REBATES 

On  all  advance  payments  for  the  entire  school 
year  a  discount  of  8  per  cent  will  be  allowed. 

Where  three  or  more  persons  come  from  the 
same  family,  being  students  in  any  but  special  depart- 
ments, a  similar  discount  will  be  given,  if  payments 
are  made  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester. 

Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  credentialed  candidates 
for  the  ministry  and  sons  and  daughters  of  ministers 
who  are  actively  engaged  in  pastoral  work,  will  be 
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charged  only  one-half  the  regular  rate  of  tuition. 

By  credentialed  candidate  for  the  mini'stry  is 
meant  a  person  who  holds  a  local  preacher's  license 
and  intends  to  'enter  the  itineracy. 

Refund  certificates  will  be  granted  on  applica- 
tion in  case  of  protracted  sickness.  This  certificate 
is  non-negotiable,  and  will  be  accepted  from  the 
holder,  or  any  member  of  his  family,  as  a  credit  on 
tuition  at  any  time  within  three  years.  These  cer- 
tificates are  good  only  in  the  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity issuing  them.  When  a  rebate  certificate  is 
given  tuition  is  charged  by  the  semester,  and  for  at 
least  one-half  semester;  when  a  semester  is  more 
than  half  expired  no  rebate  will  be  given  for  the 
balance  of  that  semester. 

No  rebate  will  be  allow^ed  for  loss  of  lessons  in 
Music,  Elocution,  Oratory  or  Physical  Culture  unless 
the  University  is  responsible  for  the  loss. 

All  applications  for  rebates,  discounts  or  special 
rates  must  be  made  to  the  Chancellor. 
FINANCIAL  AID 
LOANS. 

Students  who  are  members  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  showing  promise  of  usefulness  in 
atiy  form  of  Christian  activity,  may  secure  loans  from 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Church.  These  loans 
are  without  interest  and  need  not  be  paid  in  full  until 
two  years  after  graduation.  They  are  offered  not  only 
to  candidates  for  the  ministry  but  also  to  all  needy 
and   worthy   students   who   show   promise  of  useful 
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service  in  lives  of  Christian  activity  and  are  endorsed 
by  their  home  Quarterly  Conference. 

No  aid  from  the  above  mentioned  fund  will  be 
given  students  who  use  tobacco  and  no  student  who 
has  received  aid  from  above  sources  will  be  giVen 
a  letter  of  dismissal  to  enter  another  college  until 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  reituming  all  such 
aid  have  been  made  with  the  Committee  on  Student 
Loans. 

It  is  made  possible  every  year  for  a  few 
students  of  each  sex  to  earn  part  or  the  whole  of 
thei'r  expenses,  by  employment  on  the  campus.  Also 
a  number  of  positions  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  or 
vicinity.  Persons  needing  or  desiring  such  positions 
are  advised  to  write  the  Registrar  at  an  early  date. 

Conditions  of  Admission  to   the  University 

Students  will  be  received  at  any  time  and  classed 
according  to  their  attainments ;  but  ft  is  hoped  that  as 
far  as  possible  they  will  arrange  to  enroll  at  the  first 
of  each  semester. 

Students  below  college  grade  will  be  admitted, 
upon  certificate  or  such  examination  as  will  indicate 
standing,  to  suitable  classes  in  the  Academy.  Those 
coming  from  other  schools,  who  brihg  creditable  cer- 
tificates not  more  than  one  year  old  will  be  excused 
from  examinations  in  studies  therein  designated  as 
passed.  However,  if  students  so  admitted  prove  to 
be  deficient  in  any  of  these  subjects,  they  will  be 
liable  to  reclassification. 

II 
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Graduates  of  high  schools  accredited  by  the 
state  board  of  education  are  admitted  to  the  Fresh- 
man class  without  examination,  upon  presenting  a 
diploma  or  certificate  showing  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  their  courses. 

Other  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman 
class  must  give  evidence,  either  by  accep'table 
certificate  or  by  examination,  of  the  completion  of 
fifteen  units  of  work  of  high  school  grade. 

A  unit  defines  tlie  work  done  by  a  class  reciting 
five  times  a  week  tliroughout  the  year.  Of  these  fifteen 
units,  three  must  he  in  English,  three  In  foreign 
languages,  three  in  mathematics,  and  one  in  'physical 
science. 

Students  from  accredited  high  schools  or  acad- 
emies entering  with  not  less  than  thirteen  units  may 
be  enrolled  as  condi'tional  Freshmen — all  deficiencies, 
however,  must  be  made  up  before  such  students  can 
secure  Sophomore  classification. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing,  after  having 
presented  to  the  Committee  on  Classification  and 
Credits  their  certificate  of  admission,  will  be  examined 
by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments. Students  who  desi're  credits  on  work  in  Sci" 
ence  done  elsewhere  should  submit  their  notebooks  of 
laboratory  exercises. 

In  unusual  cases  advanced  standing  may  be 
gained  by  special  examination,  with  special  fee,  but 
only  by  permi'ssion  of  the  Dean  and  the  head  of  the 
department  in  which  the  subject  falls. 
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Students  entering  the  College  with  credits  in  ex- 
cess of  the  15  units  demanded  for  college  entrance 
may,  in  certain  cases,  by  petition  to  the  faculty,  secure 
credit  for  their  excess  in  the  ratio  of  3  hours  of  col- 
lege credit  for  5  hours  of  secondary  school  work. 

The  courses  of  study  are  arranged  in  that  order 
which  will  secure  the  best  development  of  the  mihd 
and  furnish  the  broadest  culture.  Students  desiring, 
for  sufficient  reason^  to  pursue  special  studie's,  are 
permitted  to  do  so,  the  several  professors  being  judges 
of  their  fitness  to  do  such  work.  No  student  will  be 
allowed  to  drop  any  subject,  required  or  elective,  ex- 
cept upon  permission  from  the  Faculty.  Work  so 
dropped  will  not  be  credi'ted  to  the  student. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  school  day  is  divided  into  a  suitable  number 
of  periods  of  fifty  minutes  each.  These  periods  are 
devoted  entirely  to  class  work.  Preparation  therefore 
must  be  made  either  at  home  or  under  suitable  super- 
vision, in  one  of  the  study  halls,  or  in  the  Library,  or 
Chapel.  It  i's  intended  that  two  hours  of  preparation 
be  necessary  for  each  recitation. 

Instruction  is  given  by  recitations,  lectures, 
laboratory  exercises,  field  excursions,  drills  and  re- 
views. 

ATTENDANCE 

I.  Students  shall  be  in  their  places  every  day 
of  the  term,  unless  prevented  by  sickness.     They  shall 
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be  present  at  their  recitations  and  other  exercises 
assigned  by  their  instructors ;  at  chapel  exercises ;  at 
divine  service  on  each  Sunday. 

2.  Tardiness  in  attendance  is  excusable  only 
when  satisfactorily  accounted  for  at  the  close  of  the 
exercises  where  such  lateness  occurs. 

3.  Absences  from  church  or  chapel  are  account" 
ed  for  to  the  Dean.  Absences  from  lectures  or  class 
exercises  are  accounted  for  to  the  teacher  in  charge. 

4.  Continued  unexcused  absence  or  tardinewSS 
may  lead  to  suspension. 

5.  Permission  to  be  absent  from  the  University 
can  be  given  only  by  the  Chancellor  or  presiding 
officer. 

EXAMINATIONS 

1.  Examinations  upon  the  entire  work  of  each 
semester  will  be  held  as  per  calendar. 

2.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  the  regular 
class  examination  in  any  subject  who  has  been  absent 
from  class  in  that  subject  one-third  or  more  of  the 
time,  unless  the  work  be  made  up  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  professor  in  charge ;  in  each  case  it  will 
be  given  two-thirds  credit.  If  work  be  not  so  made 
up,  a  special  examination  must  be  taken  under  con- 
dition of  No.  5    (below). 

3.  Examinations  at  other  than  appointed  times 
are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  professor  of  that 
department  to  which  the  subject  belongs. 
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4.  The  character  of  the  work  performed  by  each 
student  in  every  study  is  indicated  by  the  letter  A+ 
corresponding  to  a  grade  between  95  and  100;  A, 
from  90  to  95 ;  B+,  from  85  to  90;  B,  from  80  to  85 ; 
C+,  from  75  to  80;  C,  from  70  to  75;  Cond.=con- 
dition.  A  student  conditioned  in  a  subject  is  permitted 
to  continue  the  subject  until  the  next  regular  exami- 
nation. F.,  failure,  below  70.  A  record  of  the  daily 
recitations,  test  examinations,  and  term  examinations 
in  each  department  is  preserved,  and  at  the  close  of 
each  semester,  from  the  department  records  the 
grades  of  the  students  are  determined  and  reports  of 
the  same  are  sent  to  parents  or  guardians.  The 
minimum  grade  in  any  study  upon  which  a  student 
will  be  passed  is  C. 

5.  No  student  shall  be  entitled  to  examination 
at  other  than  the  regularly  appointed  time,  except 
upon  presentation  to  the  professor  of  a  permit  from 
the  Chancellor  of  the  University  for  which  the 
student  shall  pay  $1.00. 

HONORS  AND  PRIZES 

In  order  to  encourage  proficiency  in  scholarship 
in  various  departments,  numerous  scholarships  and 
prizes  have  been  offered. 

FEDERATED  CLUBS  SCHOLARSHIPS 

As  a  manifestation  of  their  interest  in  education 
and  the  Methodist  University  of  Oklahoma,  the 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  of  Guthri'e  has  provided 
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a  scholarship  to  be  awarded  on  a  competitive 
plan.  Full  particulars  regarding  the  scholarship  can 
be  had  by  addressing  the  Secretary  of  the  Educational 
Committee  of  the  Federated  Clubs,  Guthrie. 

DEBATES 

The  Koetsch  Jewelry  Company  has  given  a  lov- 
ing cup  to  be  contested  for  annually  by  the  Methodist 
University  of  Oklahoma  and  some  other  College  of 
equal  rank  within  the  State. 

The  Wihi'te  Loving  Cup  was  donated  by  the 
White  Jewelry  Company  for  debating  contests  be- 
tween the  Methodist  University  of  Oklahoma  and 
some  College  of  equal  rank  outside  the  State. 

The  Leader  Loving  Cup  was  presented  to  the 
University  by  Col.  L.  G.  Niblack,  President  of  the 
Leader  Printing  Company.  It  is  to  be  awarded  to 
the  organization  of  the  University  putti'ng  on  the 
best  "stunt"  on  the  annual  ''Stunt  Night"  program. 

THE  RANKIN  ORATION  PRIZE 

Mrs.  A.  F.  Rankin  offers  two  medals  in  Oratory. 
The  orations  are  to  be  written  on  subjects  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  her. 

DOUGLAS  DECLAMATION  PRIZE 

Mr.  E.  A.  Douglas  offers  two  medals  for  the 
young  men's  declamation  contest  and  two  for  the 
young  women's  declamation  contest. 
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STUDENT   ORGANIZATIONS 

The  authorities  of  the  University  are  strongly 
inclined  to  favor  all  legitimate  student  activities  which 
tend  to  develop  healthy  college  life,  and  students  are 
urged  to  find  a  place  in  some  line  of  student  work 
which'  will  broaden  the  individual  and  make  him 
one  of  a  group  with  a  definite  end  and  aim  in  view. 

The  Christian  Associations  for  young  men  and 
young  women  are  w^ell  organized  and  successful  in 
their  work.  They  hold  religious  services  on  Wed- 
nesdays at  the  chapel  hour,  with  the  students  in  full 
charge. 

The  Oratorical  Association  is  a  member  of  the 
Oklahoma  State  Oratorical  Association,  and  has  done 
excellent  work  in  the  w^ay  of  oratory  and  debate. 
It  meets  weekly  for  the  presentation  of  a  strong  pro- 
gram, consisting  of  debates,  papers,  and  speeches  on 
topics  of  the  day. 

A  band  of  nineteen  pieces  is  a  permanent  or- 
ganization of  the  University,  and  is  under  a  compe- 
tent leader.  It  furnishes  music  at  various  student 
contests  and  other  occasions. 

A  glee  club  and  quartet  of  young  women  are 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  Voice  Depart- 
ment, and  have  given  recitals  and  programs  in  dif- 
ferent communities  in  Oklahoma. 

The  students  of  the  Academy  maintain  the 
Forum  Literary  Society,  which  meets  weekly  for  lit- 
erary work  and  debate. 
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The  athletics  of  the  University  are  under  the 
direction  of  the  Athletic  Council,  composed  of  facul- 
ty and  student  members,  which  is  directly  responsi- 
ble to  the  Athletic  Association  and  the  faculty. 

LECTURES  AND  RECITALS 

During  the  course  of  the  year  many  very  fine 
concerts,  lectures  and  programs  are  given  under  the 
auspices  of  various  organizations  of  Guthrie,  which 
students  of  the  University  may  attend  and  enjoy  In 
addition  to  the  strictly  University  activities.  A  high 
grade  lecture  course  is  given  each  winter  by  the 
Epworth  League  of  the  Methodist  Church,  tickets  to 
which  are  sold  to  students  at  reduced  price.  Some 
of  the  numbers  offered  to  students  and  others  under 
University  patronage  during  the  current  year  were 
Bishop  Mclntyre's  lecture  on  ''Buttoned  Up  People,'' 
and  two  stirring  addresses  by  him  at  the  University 
chapel;  the  annual  debate  with  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College,  which  was  won  by  the  Universi- 
ty team ;  the  Oklahoma  State  Oratorical  Contest ;  a 
lecture  by  Dean  Mayberry  on  ''Wireless  Telegraphy ;" 
and  a  number  of  recitals  and  contests  given  by  dif- 
ferent departments  of  the  University. 

ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

The  Alumni  Association  is  composed  of  the 
rnembers  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Epworth  Uni- 
versity and  of  Fort  Worth  University,  together  with 
the   alumni   of  this   University.       The   first   regular 
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meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  of  commencement 
week,  1912,  at  which  time  the  association  was  organ- 
ized and  a  banquet  served.  The  second  annual 
meeting  will  be  held  during  commencement  week, 
1913.  The  officers  are:  President,  William  M.

UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION  COURSES 

The  members  of  the  faculty  are  prepared  to  give 
lectures  in  university  extension  on  subjects  related 
to  their  departments. 

Information  in  regard  to  lecture-subjects, 
courses,  terms,  etc.,  may  be  had  by  addressing  the 
Committee  on  University  Extension. 
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EQUIPMENT 

THE  CHEMICAL  LABORATORIES 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  occupies  two  large, 
well  lighted  rooms  in  the  main  building.  One  room 
is  used  as  a  store  room,  while  the  other  is  devoted 
to  general  and  analytical  work.  The  laboratory  will 
accommodate  twenty  students,  and  provision  can 
easily  be  made  for  more  as  occasion  demands.  The 
laboratories  are  supplied  with  material  and  equipment 
which  make  possible  advanced  professional  work  in 
chemical  research. 

THE   PHYSICAL  LABORATORIES 

The  physical  laboratories  are  located  in  the  main 
building  and  are  well  equipped  for  the  work  of  prac- 
tical instruction,  especially  in  the  department  of 
physics  w^hich  deals  v/ith  light  phenomena.  In  con- 
nection with  the  laboratories  is  found  the  work"shop, 
where  the  simpler  pieces  of  apparatus  needed  in 
experimenting  in  laboratory  work  may  be  constructed. 
The  department  owns  two  fine  lanterns  with  a  num- 
ber of  slides.  In  addition  to  the  regular  physical  labo- 
ratory there  is  also  dark  room  for  the  study  of  light 
and  for  photographic  purposes. 

THE  BIOLOOICAL  LABORATORY 

The  laboratory  is  located  in  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  the  main  building  and  is  well  lighted  by  large 
windows.     The  tables  provide  ample  working  room 
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for  students  pursuing  different  courses.  The 
laboratory  is  well  supplied  with  specimens  and  all 
first-class,  modern  apparatus  necessary  to  the  con- 
ducting of  efficient  courses. 

THE  MUSEUM 

Partly  by  purchase,  but  principally  by  the  muni- 
ficence of  friends,  the  University  has  come  into  pos- 
session of  several  thousand  specimens  which  are 
being  catalogued  and  displayed  as  a  Museum  exhibit 
in  the  main  building.  The  geological  collection  is 
especially  rich,  containing  numerous  minerals, 
crystals,  rock  specimens,  and  fossils  so  arranged  as 
to  illustrate  the  various  geological  formations.  The 
nucleus  of  what  it  is  hoped  will  become  exhaustive 
anthropological,  botanical,  zoological,  and  entomol- 
ogical collections  has  been  formed  with  some 
hundreds  of  specimens.  Gifts  to  the  Museum  are  at 
all  times  welcome,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  institu- 
tion to  have  the  flora  and  fauna  of  Oklahoma  as 
extensively  represented  in  the  collection  as  possible.

WORK  REQUIRED    FOR    GRADUATION 

The  student  must  complete  125  semester  hours 
of  college  work^  which  must  include  the  required 
subjects,  a  major  course  in  one  group,  and  approved 
electives, 

(A  semester  hour  means  one  recitation  q.  week 
,througliout  a  semester,  or  half-year.  Fourteen  to  eighteen 
hours  ia  week  of  recitation,  or  their  equivalents  in  labora- 
tory work,  constitute  an  average  semester's  work.  Stu- 
dents may  register  for  less  or  more  with  the  consent  of 
the  faculty.  However,  students  that  made  grad^  A  in 
twelve  hours  of  work  and  not  less  than  B  in  any  subject 
during  the  last  preceding  semester  in  attendance  may 
register  for  twenty  hours.)

MAJOR  COURSE 

Before  graduation,  the  student  must  complete  a 
major  course  of  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
sixty  hours  in  one  group.     Not  less  than  twenty  nor 
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more  than  forty  hours  of  the  major  course  may  be 
chosen  from  one  department  of  the  group.  The 
choice  of  the  major  course  must  be  approved  by  the 
Dean  of  the  College  at  the  beginning  of  the  Junior 
year,  or  at  the  first  enrollment  after  the  student  has 
completed  sixty  semester  hours  of  collegiate  work. 

ELECTIVES 

The  work  required  (in  hours)  for  graduation, 
over  and  above  that  included  in  the  required  subjects, 
and  in  the  major  course,  consists  of  electvves  chosen 
subject  to  the  restriction  that  not  more  than  thirty 
hours  be  elected  in  any  one  of  the  first  eight  groups. 
In  group  IX.,  College  students  may  elect  not  to  ex- 
ceed twelve  hours  in  art,  twelve  in  music,  and  eight 
in  public  speaking;  in  no  case  will  credit  be  given 
for  more  than  four  hours  in  studio  work — an  hour 
of  studib  credit  requiring  three  hours  of  actual  work.

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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

AGRICULTURE. 
1.  Elements  of  Agriculture.  A  brief  study  of  soils, 
cropiS,  'Stock-raising,  and  forestry.  Designed  for  teachers 
and  those  interested  in  the  new  tiheories  of  farming.  Two 
recitations  cind  three  hours  in  the  laboratory.  Second 
semester,  3  hours. 

ART. 

1.  Drawing.  Charcoal, — still  life,  life,  out-sketching, 
composition.  MecJianical  drawing.  Pen  and  ink  and  water 
color  as  used  for  decorative  and  business  purposes.  Head- 
ings and  tail  pieces.    Throughout  the  year,  2  hours. 

2.  Design  Problems-  Applied  on  leather,  china,  metal 
ftnd  textiles.  Bookbinding,  various  methods  and  styles,  re- 
binding.    Throughout  the  year,  2  hours. 

3.  History  of  Painting.     Throughout  the  year,  1   hour. 

4.  Painting.  Oil,  water  colors,  pastel  and  pen  and  ink. 
>Still  life,  life,  out  door  painting.  Advanced  composition, 
including  illustration.     Throughout  the  year,  2  hours. 

5.  Advanced  Design  Problems.  For  machine  made 
articles,  such  as  wall  paper,  carpets,  book  plates,  book 
and  magazine  covers  and  advertisements.  Throughout  the 
year,  1  hour. 

6.  Normal  Art.  Practice  teaching  for  tlhree  hours 
each  week.    Throughout  the  year,  1  hour. 

7.  History  of  Architecture.  Throughout  the  year,  1 
hour. 

BIBLICAL  LITERATURE. 
1.  The  Life  of  Christ.  A  study  of  the  life  of  Christ 
based  on  Stevens  and  Burton's  Harmony  of  the  Gospels. 
Attention  is  paid  not  only  to  the  chronological  order  of 
eyents  but  to  the  progressive  developiment  of  Chrisit's  teach- 
ing. The  method  of  instruction  by  iparables  is  carefully 
studied.  A  text-book  such  as  that  of  Rush  Hhees  is  used 
to   supplement   ihe   Harmony.     In    alternate    years   with 
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course  3.     First  semester,  4  hours. 

2.  The  Life  c.nd  Letters  of  Paul..  A  study  of  the  Book 
of  Acts  and  the  Pauline  Epistles,  mainly  from  u  historical 
5>oint  of  view.  T-iis  course  is  based  on  the  American 
Standard  Version,  supplemented  by  a  text  such  as  Gil- 
bert's Student's  Liife  of  JPaul.  In  alternate  years  with 
course  4.     Second  semester,  4  hours. 

3.  Old  Testament  History.  A  systematic  study  of  the 
narrat've  portions  of  the  Old  Testament  and  the  Apochry- 
phal  Books,  with  reference  reading  to  cover  Jewish  history 
to  70  A.  D.  Attention  will  be  paid  to  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  the  Jewish  Nation,  the  Jewish  Church,  and 
the  Jewish  Religion.  The  American  Standard  Version  of 
the  Bible  is  used  as  a  text.  In  alternate  years  with  course 
1.     First  semester  4  hours. 

4.  The  Literature  of  t\\Q  Bible.  A  study  ol  the  his- 
torical setting,  literary  ckaracteristics,  contents,  purpose, 
end  message  of  the  books  of  the  Bible.  This  course  aims 
not  only  at  a  consideration  of  the  various  literary  forms 
represented  in  the  Bible,  but  at  an  appreciation  of  the 
literary  excellence  of  the  Biblical  waitings.  In  alternate 
years  with  course  2.    Second  semester,  4  hours. 

5.  The  Missionary  Spread  of  Christianity.  Lectures 
and  readings  covering  the  period  from  the  Apostolic  age  to 
the  nineteenth  century.  In  alternate  years  with  course  7. 
First  semester,  1  hour. 

6.  Twentieth  Century  Missions-  L/ectures  an^  read- 
ings covering  briefly  the  missionary  movements  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  followed  by  a  study  of  modem  mis- 
eionary  fields,  methods  and  opiportunities.  In  alternate 
years  with  course  8.    Second  semester,  1   hour. 

7.  The  Twentieth  Century  Church.  A  seminar  in 
modem  church  organization,  methods  and  opportunities. 
In  alteraa^te  years  with  course  5.    First  semester,  1  hour. 

8.  Religious  Education.  A  seminar  in  Bible  Pedagogy. 
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In  alternate  years  with  course  6.  Second  semester,  1  hour. 

9.     New  Testament  Greek.     See  Greek,  course  7. 
BIOLOGY. 

T.  This  course  purposes  to  give  the  student  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  fundamental  properties  of  living  matter,  the 
cell,  protoplasm,  distinction  between  plants  and  animals 
and  invertebrate  life.  Two  recitations  and  two  hours  in 
the  laboratory.     First  semester,  3  hours. 

2.  Botany.  A  study  of  the  lower  forms  of  iplant  life 
and  the  manner  fn  which  typical  plants  perform  their  func- 
tion and  conform  to  their  surroundings.  Two  recitations 
and  three  hours  in  the  laboratory.  Second  semester  3 
hours. 

3.  Histology.  Besides  detailed  microscoipical  work 
the  course  aims  to  familiarize  the  student  with  various 
istaining  and  mounting  techniques  and  to  give  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  use  of  the  microtome.  Two  lectures  and 
If  oar  hours  laboratory.     First  semester,  4  hours. 

4.  Nature  Study.  A  course  which  aims  to  familiarize 
^the  student  with  the  scientific  names  and  characteristics 
of  the  ivarious  common  trees,  plants,  birds  and  insects  of 

^the  community.    One  lecture  and  one  field  excursion  per 
(week.     Second  semester,  2  hours. 

5.  Entomology.  A  study  of  the  common  insects  and 
Itheir  economic  importance.  Two  hours  of  recitation  with 
laboratory.     First  semester,  3  hours, 

6.  Comparative  Anatomy.  Wiedersheim's  Compara- 
Itive  Anatomy  is  used  a®  a  text.  Should  follow  course  3. 
/Two  hours  recitation  and  four  hours  laboratory  work. 
I  First  semester,  4  hours. 

7.  Advanced  Human  Physiology.  A  course  consisting 
of  lecture  work  supplemented  occasionally  with  laboratory 
idemonstnations.  A  cursory  examination  is  made  of  the 
Jinatom.y  of  a  representative  mammal.  Throughout  the 
year,  3  hours. 
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CHEMISTRY. 

1.  General  Chemistry.  This  course  comtpirises  a 
thorough  study  of  hoth  the  metals  and  the  non-metals 
with  their  compounds.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
writing  of  equations  and  the  solution  of  problems.  Each 
(Student  is  required  to  prepare  tv/enty  inorgianic  salts.  Two 
'"hours  of  recitation  and  two  periods  of  two  hours  each  in 
'the  laboratory.     Throughout  the  year,  4  hours. 

2.  Qualitative  Analysis.  This  course  is  based  on  the 
modern  theory  of  electrolytic  dissociation  and  includes  a 
jcareful  istudy  of  about  twenty-five  of  the  more  common 
Ibases  and  la.s  many  acids.  Must  be  preceded  by  course  1. 
One  recitation  and  five  periods  of  two  hours  each  in  the 

Jlaboratory.     First  semester,  5  hours. 

3.  Quantitative  Analysis.  In  this  course  the  student 
(determines  the  composition  of  comtpounds  and  alloys  by 
igravimetric  and  volumetric  methods.  Must  be  preceded  by 
jcourse  2.  One  recitation  and  five  periods  of  two  hours 
eacli  in  the  laboratory.    Second  semester,  5  hours. 

4.  Quantitative  Analysis.  A  continuation  of  course  3. 
(For  students  who  wish  to  specialize  in  analytical  chem- 
istry. Five  periods  of  two  hours  each  in  the  laboratory. 
JThroughout  the  year,  5  hours. 

5.  Organic  Chemistry.  A  study  of  the  hydrocarbons 
and  their  derivatives.  An  investigation  is  made  of  the 
important  compounds  known  as  alcohols,  ethers,  aldehydes, 
acids,  etc.  Should  be  preceded  by  course  2.  Five  recita- 
tions.    First  semester,  5  hours. 

6.  Organic  Preparations.  A  course  devoted  to  the 
(preparation  of  organic  compounds  by  synthetical  methods. 
'Must  be  preceded  by  course  5.  Five  periods  of  two  hours 
each  in  the  laboratory.    Second  semester,  5  hours- 

7.  Household  Chemistry.  The  chemistry  of  the  air, 
jdrinks,  fuels  and  other  household  necessities,  together 
'With   a   study   of   foods   and   their  adulterations,   textiles, 
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Bitains,  etc.  Designed  especially  for  students  of  domestic 
science  and  others  interested  in  home  economics.  Stu- 
dents who  have  had  no  chemistry  1,  may  register  in  this 
•course  and  receive  3  hours  credit.  Two  lectures  and  four 
(hours  in  the  laboratory.    Second  semester,  4  hours. 

8.  Water  Analysis.  A  course  in  the  analysis  of  well 
■and  mineral  as  well  as  river  waters.  Must  be  preceded  by 
course  3.  One  recitation  and  five  periods  of  two  hours 
each  in  the  laboratory.     Second  semester,  5  hours. 

9.  Blowpipe  Analysis.  A  course  in  the  determination 
of  the  metals  before  the  blowpipe.  Must  be  preceded  by 
course  2.  One  recitation  and  five  periods  of  two  hours 
each  in  the  laboratory.     First  semester,  5  hours. 

10.  Ilron  and  Steel  Analysis.  A  short  course  in  the 
janalysis  of  iron  and  steel.  Must  be  preceded  by  course  3. 
Ten  hour3  in  the  laboratory.    Second  semester,  5  hours. 

COLLEGE  LIFE  AND  WORK. 
1.  Collegiate  Life  and  Work.  (Lectures  by  various 
members  of  the  faculty  and  others  upon  practical  and  in- 
l^'Pirational  topics  related  to  student  life.  The  collegiate 
(body,  its  government,  its  social  life,  its  religious  life,  its 
culture.  The  higher  education,  its  true  conception,  its  re- 
Jlation  to  self^development  and  to  life.  This  course  givee 
ft  credit  of  one  semester  hour.  Throughout  the  year,  1 
hour. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 

1.  Cookery  and  Serving.  A  practical  discussion  of 
the  cooking  of  foods  and  the  serving  of  the  same  in  the 
dining  room,  together  with  the  necessary  demonstrations. 
One  lecture  with  laboratory  work.  Throughout  the  year,  1 
hour. 

2.  Dressmaking  and  Millinery.  Lectures  on  textilefl 
and  clothing  and  practical  work  in  dressmaking  and  mill- 
inery, art,  needle  work  and  basketry.  Throughout  the 
year,  1  hour. 
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ECONOMICS   AND    POLITICAL   SCIENCE. 

1.  Political  Economy.  General  course  in  political 
economy  with  study  of  text^book.  lectures,  and  reference 
reading.    Throughout  the  year,  3  hours. 

2.  Political  Science.  A  comparative  study  of  present- 
day  systems  of  government;  a  historical  study  of  their 
origin  and  development;  and  a  theoretical  study  of  the 
nature  of  the  state  and  of  the  structure  and  functions  of 
government.     Throughout  the  year,  3   hours. 

EDUCATION. 

1.  History  of  Education.  A  historical  study  of  the 
movements  of  educational  thought,  and  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  modem  theories  of  education  and  present-day 
educational  systems.  Monroe's  Text^book  in  the  History 
of  Education  is  used  as  a  text.  This  will  he  supplemented 
by  lectures,  reference  reading,  and  reports.  First  semester, 
5  hours. 

2.  Pedagogy.  A  practical  course  in  school  manage- 
ment, teaching,  and  administration;  and  in  elementary 
school  psychology,  with  attention  to  the  relation  of  the 
school  and  the  teacher  to  the  community.  Text-book,  lec- 
tures and  readings.     Second  semester,  5  hours. 

3.  The  Education  of  Man.  This  course  includes  the 
study  of  the  institutional  world  based  on  the  will  of  man, 
the  evolution  of  family,  the  social  world,  the  state  and  the 
church,  with  the  school  as  a  means  of  teaching  the  child 
his  relationship  to  each  of  these  institutions.  Especially 
designed  for  kindergarten  and  other  teachers.  Second 
semester,  3  hours. 

4.  The  Principles  of  the  Kindergarten.  The  tracing 
of  the  evolution  of  myths  and  legends  and  the  analysis  of 
modern  stories,  with  a  study  of  Froebel's  (gifts,  occupa- 
tions, and  games.    Throughout  the  year,  4  hours. 

ENGLISH. 
1.    Composition  and  Rhetoric.     This  course  embraces 
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&  comprehensive  study  of  the  paragraph,  its  laws,  nature, 
ctructure  and  development  and  other  types  of  composition, 
together  with  written  themes.  Throughout  the  year,  4 
hours. 

2.  Argumentation.  This  course  is  intended  to  give  a 
practical  knowledge  of  all  forms  of  reasoning  used  in  de- 
bates. Themes  required  weekly.  This  course  is  open  to 
all  who  have  completed  English  1.  First  semester,  3  hours. 

3.  American  Authors.  This  course  comprises  the 
study  of  American  authors  with  ispecial  study  of  master- 
pieces.   Second  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  Outline  English  Literature.  This  course  is  pre- 
(paratory  for  more  careful  study  of  English  authors  and  is 
calculated  to  give  a  comipirehensive  study  oif  English  lit- 
erature in  general,  both  from  the  text-book  and  special 
readings.    Throughout  the  year,  3  hours- 

5.  The  Drama,  its  Laws  and  Its  Technique.  This 
course  comprises,  together  with  the  study  of  the  text-book, 
the  more  important  of  Shakespeare's  dramas.  Text-book, 
Worbridge  and  Dowden's  Primer.  Open  to  all  who  have 
completed  English  4.    Throughout  the  year,  3  hours. 

6.  Early  English  Authors.  This  course  comprises  a 
critical  study  of  early  Anglo-saxon  writers  together  with 
those  of  the  14th  century.  Open  to  all  those  who  have 
completed  English  4.     Throughout  the  year,  3  hours. 

7.  Structure  and  Development  of  the  Essay.  This 
course  comprises  the  study  of  the  'development  of  the 
essay,  together  with  a  critical  review  of  such  writers  as 
Carlyle,  Matthew  Arnold,  DeQuincey,  and  others.  Open  to 
all  who  have  completed  English  4.  Throughout  the  year, 
3  hours. 

FRENCH. 
1.     Beginning   French.     The  work    in    grammar    and 
composition  is  based  on  Eraser  and  Squair.     Some  prac- 
tice is  had  in  translating    and    writing    from    dictation. 
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Careful  drill  is  given  in  iprominclation  and  reading.  Sim- 
ple French  texts  are  read  snch  as  the  following  which 
were  used  in  1912-13:  Lazare,  Lectures  Faciles;  Bacon, 
Une  Semaine  a  Paris;  Erckmann-iChatrian,  Madame  The- 
rese;  Legouve  et  Labiche,  La  Cigale  chez  les  Fourmis. 
Throughout  the  year,  4  hours. 

2.  A  Continuation  of  Course  1.  Advanced  work  in 
grammar  and  composition  based  on  Fraser  and  Sqtiair. 
Reading  from  texts  of  intermediate  and  advanced  grade 
similar  to  the  following  which  were  read  in  19)12-13:  The 
Fraser  and  Squair  Reader;  About,  Trente  et  Quarante; 
Daudet,  La  Belle-iNlvernaise;  Marivaux,  Le  Jeu  de 
I'amour  et  du  hasard;  Merimee,  Colomba.  Throughout  the 
year,  3  hours. 

3.  Classic  French  Literature.  Readings  from  Racine, 
Corneille,  Moliere,  Saint-iPierre,  Le  Sage,  and  others;  with 
a  study  of  the  classical  drama,  and  of  French  criticism. 
Advanced  composition.     First  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  Modern  French  Authors.  Readings  from  modern 
French  fiction,  drama,  history,  essays,  lyrics  and  criticism. 
Advanced  composition.    Second  semester,  3  hours. 

GEOLOGY. 

1.  Introductory  Geology.  This  course  includes  a 
thorough  study  of  structural  and  dynamic  Geology,  fol- 
lowed .  by  an  outline  sketch  of  historical  Geology.  Fre- 
quent use  is  made  of  the  United  States  geological  reports. 
Occasional  excusions  are  made  into  the  territory  adjacent 
to  Guthrie  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  topography  and 
geology  formations.     First  semester,  4  hours. 

2.  Physiography.  A  course  in  advanced  physiography. 
Two  recitations  on  geological  reports  and  field  work  in 
Oklahoma  physiography.  Must  be  preceded  by  course  1. 
Second  semester,  3  hours. 

3.  Economic  Geology.  A  study  of  the  origin,  nature, 
amount,   distribution  and   value   of   mineral   products,    es- 
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pecially  those  of  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to 
the  mineral  wealth  of  Oklahoma.  Must  be  preceded  by 
course  1.     First  semester,  3  hours. 

4.  Research  Course.  A  short  course  in  the  original 
investigation  of  some  problem  in  Oklahoma  Geology.  The 
work  is  based  on  the  various  state  and  national  reports 
and  bulletins.  One  recitation  with  reports  and  theses. 
Second  semester,  3  hours. 

5.  Mineralogy.  A  brief  course  in  elementary  crys- 
tallography with  a  study  of  the  axes  and  faces  of  the  dif- 
ferent crystal  forms.  The  students  are  expected  to  con- 
struct models  of  the  various  type  forms  of  crystals.  By 
appointment  either  semester,  4  hours. 

6.  Field  Work.  Excursions  are  frequently  made  to 
different  parts  of  Oklahoma  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
the  various  phases  of  geologic  formations  and  products  of 
this  state.  Students  who  are  prepared  for  this  work  may 
join  these  excursions  which  are  under  the  supervision  of 
the  instructor  in  this  department.     By  appointment. 

GERMAN. 

1.  Beginning  German.  German  grammar  with  read- 
ing and  writing  of  easy  German.  Texts  used  are  Wessel- 
hoeft's  Grammar  followed  by  such  classics  as  Storm's  Im- 
mensee  or  Bluethgen's  Das  Peterle  von  Nuernberg.  This 
course  aims  to  ground  the  student  in  the  essentials  of  Ger- 
man Grammar  through  reading  of  easy  idomatic  German 
and  exercises  in  which  special  attention  is  given  to  the 
construction  of  the  noun,  adjective,  and  verb.  Conversa- 
tion is  used  as  a  means  of  applying  the  principles  learned 
in  the  class  room.     Throughout  the  year,  5  hours. 

2.  Reading  and  Composition.  The  texts  read  will 
furnish  material  for  grammar  work.  Special  mention  and 
practice  will  be  given  the  German  idom  and  from  time  to 
time  the  student  will  be  required  to  reproduce  in  Gentian 
what  he  has  read.    Emphasis  will  be  given  to  word  order 
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and  sentence  structure.  Texts  used:  We sselho eft's  Ger- 
man Composition,  Hillern's  "Hoelier  als  die  Kirche/'  Ros- 
seger's  **Der  Lex  von  Gutlienh'ag,"  Benedix's  Lustsplele 
(any  one),  Schiller's  Wilhelm  Tell,  etc.  Throughout  the 
year,  4  hours. 

3.  Classical  Drama.  A  more  critical  study  of  the 
language  is  offered  in  the  study  of  the  classical  drama; 
Lessing,  Goethe,  and  Schiller.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  study  of  the  lives  of  these  dramatists.  A 
series  of  themes  of  progressive  difficulty  will  be  required. 
Throughout  the  year,  3  hours. 

4.  German  Literature,  A  general  survey  of  German 
literature  from  the  earliest  times  to  present.  Bernhart's 
Deutsche  Literature  Geschichte  or  Keller's  Bilder  aus  der 
Deutschen  Literature,  will  be  made  the  basis  of  the  course 
supplemented  by  reference  to  standard  authors  of  German 
literature.  Works  of  most  of  the  authors  discussed,  will 
be  read..  Prerequisite,  courses  1,  2  and  3.  Throughout  the 
year,  3  hours. 

5.  Modern  German  Drama.  This  course  presents  an 
outline  of  German  life  as  reflected  in  the  Drama  of  the 
18th  century.  The  works  of  Schiller  and  Goethe  are  ex- 
cepted. First  half  of  the  century,  H.  von  Kleist,  Grillpar- 
zer,  Hebbel,  Loidwig;  second  half  of  the  century,  Wllden- 
bruch,  Sudermann,  Hauptmann.  Throughout  the  year,  2 
hours. 

6.  Advanced  German^  Composition-  The  work  consists 
of  the  translation  of  English  stories  into  German,  original 
essay,  theme,  and  letter  wrdting,  free  reproduction.  Texts 
used:  Von  Jageman's  Syntax  and  Prose  composition. 
Throughout  the  year,  2  hours. 

7.  Goethe's  Faust.  Both  parts  of  the  drama  will  be 
read.  The  work  is  conducted  in  German  only.  Open  to 
students  who  have  completed  courses  1,  2,  3,  and  4. 
Throughout  the  year,  2  hours.

NOTE: — ^A  course  in  Scientific  German  and  Journalis- 
tic German  will  be  given  upon  application.     Work  in  all 
classes  is  conducted  in  German  as  far  as  possible. 
GREEK. 

1.  Beginning  Greek.  An  introductory  course,  aiming 
at  a  mastery  of  forms  and  syntax  and  a  working  vocabu- 
lary. Open  to  those  who  have  had  three  years  of  foreign 
language,   preferably   Latin.    iFirst   semester,   5   hours. 

2.  Xenophon's  Anabasis.  Four  books  are  read,  with 
practice  in  Greek  writing.  Pearson'is  Greek  iProse  Compo- 
sition used  daily  in  connection  with  text.  Second  semester, 
5  hours. 

3.  Attic  Oratory.  Selected  orations  of  certain  of  the 
{famous  Greek  orators  will  read,  special  attention  being 
paid  to  Lysias.  Hiistory  of  Greek  oratory.  Greek  writing 
once  a  week.     First  semester,  4  hours. 

4.  Plato,  Apology;  Homer,  selections  from  the  Iliad. 
The  life  and  times  of  Socrates  will  be  studied  in  connec- 
tion with  the  reading  relating  to  him,  and  Seymour's  Life 
in  the  Homeric  Age  will  be  assigned  for  collateral  read- 
ing in  studying  the  Iliad.  Greek  writing  once  a  week.  Sec- 
ond semester,  4  hours. 

5.  Greek  Drama.  Three  plays  will  be  read,  one  be- 
ing the  Antigone  of  Sophocles.  Study  of  the  rise  and  in- 
fluence of  the  Attic  drama .  Topical  review  of  Greek  gram- 
mar.   First  semester,  3  hours. 

6.  History.  Selections  ifrom  llerodotus  dealing  with 
the  Persian  wars.  The  class  will  make  a  rapid  survey  of 
the  classical  Greek  world,  its  literature,  geography,  and 
eocial  life.    Themes  required.    Second  semester,  3  hours. 

7.  Greek  New  Testament.     By  appointment. 

HISTORY. 
1.     English   History.    A  study  will  be  m>ade  from  the 
Anglo-Saxon  period  to   the    present    day.      The    pirinoipal 
facts  that  ihave  contributed  to  the  ^progress  of  the  English 
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nation;    the  development   of  its   government  and   institu- 
tional liberty.     Throughout  the  year,  2  hours. 

2.  French  Revolution  and  the  Napoleonic  Era.  The 
ground  will  be  cleared  for  the  course  by  a  careful  study 
of  the  institutions  of  the  old  Regime  In  which  the  remoter 
causes  of  the  Revolution  will  be  disoeimed.  Special  at- 
tention will  be  given  to  the  study  oif  the  Estates  General; 
the  three  periods  of  the  'Revolution ;  National  Assemhly,  the 
L/egislative  Assemhly  and  the  Convention.  The  Directory, 
the  Consulate,  and  the  Empire  find  France  under  military 
Absolutism  of  Napoleon.  ImpOTtance  wiF  be  given  the 
Constitutional  changes  and  the  constructive  work  of  the 
Revoluti'^n.    First  semester,  4  hours, 

3.  Europe  in  the  19th  Century. — 1805-1900.  The 
ground  covered  is  indicated  by  the  following  topics:  The 
attempt  to  govern  Europe  according  to  the  reconstruction 
of  181'5;  the  drawing  up  of  popular  government  in  Italy, 
France  and  Oemiany;  the  Revolution  of  li8'30  and  1848; 
France  under  Na^poleon  III.;  the  growth  of  German  and 
i, alian  unity;  the  establishment  of  the  German  Empire; 
the  dual  system  in  Austria-Hungary;  and  the  third  French 
Republic;  national  development  and  international  relations 
since  1870.    Second  semester,  4  hours. 

LATIN. 

College  students  who  have  had  two  years  of  Latin  and 
one  year  oif  a  modem  language  may  enroll  in  Academy 
courses  In  Cicero's  Orations  or  Vergirs  Aeneid  for  which 
college  credit  will  he  given  in  the  ratio  of  3  college  hours 
of  credit  for  5  hours  of  actual  recitation.  But  these  courses 
will  not  be  accepted  toward  the  required  6  hours  la  Group 
II.     (See  Required  Subjects.) 

1.  LIvy,  Book  I;  Cicero,  De  Senectute.  LlTy's  history 
is  made  the  framework  of  a  study  of  Roman  archaeology. 
CiceiTo's  essaiy  on  old  age  is  stndied  from  a  literary  view- 
point, with  some  notice  of  Roman  philosophy.     As  in  all 
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college  Latin  courses,    practice    in    Latin    writing.     First 
semester,  4  hours. 

2.  Horace,  Odes  and  Epodes.  Studies  in  life  of  the 
Au'guatain  age.  Metrical  reading,  style,  and  subject  mat- 
ter are  given  careful  consideration.  Second  semester,  4 
hours. 

3.  Plautus,  Gaiptivi;  Terence,  Adelphi.  These  typical 
Roman  comedies  are  read  with  appreciation  of  style, 
language,  and  action.  Studies  in  Roman  comedy,  theater, 
and  prirate  life.     First  semester,  3  hours. 

4*  Cicero,  Letters;  Tacitus,  Agricola.  These  types 
are  used  as  the  basis  of  study  of  the  history  and  life  of 
Rome  during  the  late  Republic  and  early  Empire.  Second 
semester,  3  hours. 

5.  Latin  Elegiac  Poetry.  Selections  from  Catullus. 
Tibullus,  Piropertius,  and  Ovid,  studied  as  to  thought  and 
artistic  form.     First  semester,  '6  hours. 

6.  Seneca,  Essays  and  Letters.  A  studiy  of  Seneca's 
personal  connection  with  the  history  of  his  time.  Second 
semester,  3  hours. 

MATHEMATICS  AND  ASTRONOMY. 

1.  College  Algebra.  This  is  a  continuation  of  course 
d.  The  work  coiyers  a  careful  study  of  the  theory  of  ex- 
ponents, radicals,  quadratic  equations,  ratio  and  ipiroipor- 
tion,  variation,  progression,  undetermined  coefficients, 
binomial  theorem,  summation  of  infinite  series,  logarithms, 
determinates  and  the  general  theory  of  equations.  .First 
semester,  3  hours. 

2.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry.  This  course 
covers  the  work  outlined  in  any  good  text.  Much  time  is 
given  to  computation  in  order  to  develop  accuracy  and 
skill  in  the  use  of  logarithmic  tables.  Second  semester, 
3  hours. 

3.  Analytical  Geometry.  This  course  includesi  a 
study  of  the  Cartesian   Co-ordinates,  the  curve  and   the 
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equation,  tlie  straiglit  line,  the  circle,  polar  co-ordinates, 
transformation  of  co-ordinates  and  the  conic  sections. 
Throughout  the  year,  2  hours. 

4.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus.  This  course 
covers  the  work  in  Young's  Elements  of  Calculus  to 
physical    problems.     Throughout   the   year,   2    hours. 

5.  lEIementary  Mechanics.  During  the  first  half  of 
the  year  will  he  studied  the  laws  of  Statistics:  Composi- 
tion and  resolution  of  forces,  parallel  forces,  moments, 
couples,  center  of  gravity,  machines,  lever,  wheel  and 
axle,  pulley  and  work.  The  latter  part  of  the  year  will 
'be  spent  in  the  study  of  Dynamics,  velocity,  acceleration, 
laws  of  motion,  projectiles.  Course  2  a  prerequisite. 
Througho*ut  the  year,  2  hours. 

6.  General  Astronomy.  This  course  is  non-mathe- 
matical  and  is  open  to  all  college  students.  Two  recita- 
tions each  week  and  each  student  will  be  required  to  do 
a  certain  amount  of  observatory  work  each  week. 
Throughout   the   year,    3    hours. 

7.  Practical  Astronomy.  This  course  consists  of  two 
lectures  each  week  and  observing  at  night.  The  meridian 
instrument  will  first  be  adjusted  by  the  student  and  then 
observations  made  for  determination  of  time,  latitude  and 
longitude.  Open  to  these  having  had  courses  2  and  6. 
6econd  semester,  3  hours.

1.  Harmony    I.     Throughout   the   year,   2   hours. 

2.  Harmony    II.     Throughout    the    year,    2    hours. 

3.  Counterpoint,  (Harmony  III).  Throughout  the 
year,   1    hour. 

4.  Counterpoint,  (Harmony  IV).  Throughout  the 
year,  1  hour. 

5.  Theory    of    Music.     Throughout   the   year,    1    hour. 

6.  Analysis.     Throughout  the  year,   1    hour. 

7.  Musical   History.     Throughout  the  year,   1    hour. 
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PHILOSOPHY. 

1.  General  Psychology.  A  foundation  cour&e  In 
doscriptive  psychology,  which  is  prerequisite  to  all 
courses  in  philosophy,  logic,  and  ethics,  and  which  also 
meets  the  requirements  for  the  state  certificate.  The 
textihook  work  is  supplemented  by  lectures,  reference 
reading,  reports  and  experimental  work.  Throughout  the 
year,  3  hours. 

2.  Logic.  Creighton  is  used  as  a  text.  First 
semester,  3  hours. 

3.  Ethics.     Second   semester,  3  hours. 

4.  History  of   Philosophy.     First   semester,   3    hours. 

5.  Introduction  to  Philosophy.  Second  semester,  t 
hours. 

6.  Special  Major  Ccurses  in  Philosophy.  For  stu- 
dents \A^ho  have  completed  courses  1  to  5,  semester 
courses  are  offered  in  the  following,  or  equivalent,  spe- 
cial subjects:  Epistemology,  Metaphysics,  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  The  Philosoiphy  of  Kant,  etc.  First  and  second 
semesters,   3   hours. 

PUBLIC    SPEAKING 

1.  Class  Drill.  This  course  consists  of  one  class 
drill  a  week  with  a  discussion  of  the  principles  of  breath- 
ing, articulation,  voice  huilding,  gesture  and  phonetica. 
Throughout  the  year,  1    hour. 

2.  Practical  Public  Speaking.  A  private  course  to 
develop  the  quality  and  strength  of  the  voice.  In  thi» 
course  together  with  course  1,  is  laid  the  foundation  tor 
all  forms  of  public  speaking  and  entertaining.  Throughout 
the  year,  1  hour. 

3.  Lectures  and  Class  Drill.  A  continuation  of 
course  1.    Throughout  the  year,  1   hour. 

4.  Public  Speaking.  A  continuation  of  course  2.  Re- 
citals will  be  given  from  time  to  time  in  which  all  stu- 
dents will  be  exipected  to  participate.  Throughout  the 
year,  1  hour. 
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5.  Advanced  Public  Speaking.  Candidates  for  a  de- 
gree may  do  other  work  in  oratory  as  outlined  in  the 
department  in  another  section  of  the  catalog  hut  in  no 
case  will  college  credit  he  given  for  more  than  8  hours 
of  work  in  the  department.

1.  Physical  Training.  For  both  men  and  women.  The 
physical  training  will  consist  of  gymnasium  drills  and  cal- 
isthenics under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Ath- 
letics.

The  Academy  ivS  maintained  in  close  connection 
with  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  all  instruction  here 
being  under  the  direction  of  the  College  faculty,  thus 
ensuring  the  best  preparation  for  College  entrance 
At  the  same  time,  the  plan  and  scope  of  the  work  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  best  high  schools,  and  is  done 
in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  as  issued  in  the  High 
School  Manual. 

Hence,  in  connection  with  the  Departments  of 
Music,  Art,  and  Oratory,  the  Academy  provides  an 
excellent  and  econom.ical  means  of  securi'ng  a  good 
academic  training. 

The  Academy  is  under  the  same  general  govern" 
ment  and  discipHne  as  the  College,  information  re- 
garding v/hich  may  be  found  on  pages  4  to  6  of  this 
catalog.  ; 

ADNISSION 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  first  year  of  the 
Academy  must  have  finished  work  equivalent  to  that 
required  for  entrance  to  the  best  public  high  schools, 
which  presupposes  a  preparation  equal  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  eighth  grade  in  the  public  schools. 
Certificates  or  diplomas  must  be  presented  on  the  day 
of  enrollment. 

Advanced  standing  may  be  gained  by  those  who 
have   been    students   at   other   schools,   such   as   high 
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schools  or  academies  accredited  by  the  State  High 
School  Inspectory  who  bring  certificates  of  honor- 
able dismissal,  with  statements  of  studies  pursued 
and  work  completed.

GRADTATION 

Fifteen  units  of  w^ork  are  required  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  Academy.  A  unit  defines  the  work 
done  by  a  class  reciting  five  times  (or  five  hours) 
a  week  throughout  the  year,  and  is  used  to  specify 
a  year's  zvork  in  one  study  which  recites  daily.  The 
studies  are  so  arranged  as  to  require  usually  four 
years  for  their  completion,  but  students  may  be  al- 
lowed to  spend  more  or  less  time  in  finishing  the 
Academy  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean  of  the 
College. 

Of  our  students  in  the  Academy,  we  require  the 
following  subjects :

To  aid  parents  and  students  in  formulating  a 
good  plan  of  studies  to  follow  during  the  four  years 
of  the  Academy  course,  we  offer  below  a  suggestive 
outline.  Required  subjects  are  printed  in  heavy  type 
and  those  which  may  be  elected  or  not  in  lighter 
type.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  outline  shows  i6 
uni'ts  of  w^ork,  while  only  15  are  required  for  gradu- 
ation; hence,  any  unit  or  two  half-units  may  be 
omitted  from  the  course,  but  not  any  required  sub- 
ject.

ENGLISH.

d.  Composition  and  Rhetoric.  This  course  comprises 
worik  in  text^boak  with  required  themes.  Throughout  the 
year,  5  hours. 

GERMAN, 
a.  Beginning  German.  Oerman  grammar  with  read- 
ing and  writing  of  easy  German.  Texts  used  are:  Wessel- 
hoeft's  Grammar,  followed  hy  such  classics  as  Storm's 
Immense  or  B'uethgen's  Das  Peterle  von  Nuerniberg.  This 
course  aims  to  ground  the  student  in  the  essentials  of 
German  grammar  through  reading  of  easy  idiomatic  Ger- 
man, and  exercises  in  which  special  attention  is  given  to 
the  construction  of  the  noun,  adjective,  and  verb.  Con- 
versation is  used  as  a  means  of  aipplying  the  principles 
learned  in  the  clas3  room.  Throughout  the  year,  4  hours. 
HISTORY. 

a.  Civics.     Second   Semester,  5  hours. 

b.  Greek  and  Roman  History.  Introductory  sketches 
of  oriental  nations  that  especially  influenced  the  Greeks 
will  1)6  first  considered,  followed  by  a  narrative  and  de- 
scriptive history  of  Greece  and  Rome.    Myer's  Ancient  His- 
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tory  or  an  equivalent  will  be  used  as  text.  Collateral  read- 
ing and  bimonthly  themes  are  required.  Throughout  the 
year,  5  hours. 

c.  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History.  The  fall  of  Rome 
will  be  briefly  reviewed.  A  study  of  the  migration  of  the 
Tribes;  Founding  of  European  states;  Feudalism,  Chiv- 
alry, Renaissance,  Reforma;tion.  Throughout  the  year,  5 
hours. 

LATIN. 

a.  Beginning  Latin.  This  course  comprises  a  thorougli 
study  of  grammatical  principles  with  exercises  in  comipo- 
sition  according  to  Gunnison  and  Harley's  First  Year  of 
Latin,  with  careful  drill  in  pronunciatFon  and  writing  of 
Latin  from  dictation.     Throughout  the  year,  5  hours. 

b.  Caesar's  Gallic  War.  Four  .books  are  read  with 
one  hour  a  week  of  Latin  writing,  based  on  the  text.  At- 
tention given  to  constructions,  idioms  and  forms.  Through- 
out the  year,  5  hours. 

C.  Cicero's  Orations.  Six  orations  will  be  read,  with 
constant  practice  in  Latin  writing.  Language  and  subject 
matter  studied  side  by  side.  Throughout  the  year,  5  hours. 

d.  Vergil's  Aeneid.  Six  books  are  read.  Study  of 
Oreek  and  Roman  mythology.  Grammar  review. 
Throughout  the  year,  5  hours. 

MATHEMATICS. 

a.  Beginining  Alegbra.  This  course  covers  the 
fundamental  elements  of  Algebra  up  to  and  including 
quadratic  equations.  Much  mphasis  is  placed  on  factor- 
ing and  graph.    Throughout  the  year,  5  hours. 

b.  Plane  Geometery.  This  is  second  year  work  and 
covers  the  ground  as  outlined  in  Bruce  and  Cody  or  any 
standard  text.  A  fnll  year  is  given  to  this  work  with  a 
hope  of  laying  a  foundation  for  clear,  accurate  and  logical 
reasoning.  Much  time  is  given  to  working  originals. 
Throughout  the  year,  5  hours. 
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c.  Solid  Geometry.  This  course  covers  the  work  as 
given  in  any  standard  text.  Special  effort  is  made  to 
clear  up  the  rules  in  Mensuration  in  Arithmetic.  First 
©em ester,  5  hours.  

d.  Review  Algebra.  The  fundamentals  of  elementary 
Algebra  are  carefully  reviewed,  covering  the  work  out- 
lind  in  Well's  University  Algebra  or  its  equivalent  ap 
to  radicals.    Second  semester,  5  hours. 

PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

a.  Physiography.  An  elementary  course  consisting 
of  a  study  of  the  earth — land  sculpturing,  mountain 
building,  topography,  and  general  physiographic  features. 
First  semester,   5  hours. 

b.  Physics.  A  careful  study  of  the  elements  of 
OPhyslcs  as  outlined  in  Millikan  and  Gale's  "First  Course 
in  Physics."  Three  recitations  with  two  periods  of  two 
iiours  each  in  the  laboratory.  Throughout  the  year,  5 
hours.  X « 
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College  credits,  with  a  maximum  of  12  semester 
hours  each  in  art  and  music,  and  8  semester  hours  in 
public  speaking,  will  be  allowed  for  work  done  in  the 
School  of  Fine  Arts.  In  no  case  will  more  than  4 
semester  hours  credit  be  given  for  studio  work,  the 
credit  to  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  three  semester 
hours  of  studio  work  to  one  semester  hour  of  college 
credit.

The  study  of  color  harmony,  and  line  sketching 
and  the  working  out  of  pleasing  shapes  teach  the  indiv- 
idual to  see  the  artistic  and  the  undesirable  in  his  sur- 
roundings. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

AIM. 

The  aim  of  the  department  of  music  i's  to  ac- 
quaint the  student  with  the  highest  standard  of  musi- 
cal   appreciation    and    expression.         The     individual 
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Studio  work  is  supplemented  by  a  comprehensive  study 
of  nuisical  theory  and  of  the  history  of  music. 
ENTRANCE    REQUIREMENTS 

Students  with  any  degree  of  proficiency  may 
enter,  but  only  those  who  show  ability  are  considered 
candidates   for  graduation. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    GRADUATION 

The  length  of  time  required  to  complete  any 
course  varies  with  the  abiilty  of  the  student  and  the 
time  given  to  his  work.  A  four  year  course  of  studio 
work,  supplemented  by  the  required  work  in  harmony, 
musical  history,  etc.,  represents  the  average  time  re- 
quired. 

All  students  will  be  required  to  appear  in  pub- 
lic recitals  at  intervals.  Pupils  are  expected  to  at- 
tend all  recitals  given  by  the  School  of  Music,  and 
are  urged  to  attend  such  other  musical  attractions  as 
opportunity  affords. 

All  candidates  for  graduation  must  have  com- 
pleted the  equivalent  of  a  four  year  Academy  or 
High  School  course.

VOICE 

The  development  of  pure  tone,  correct  use  of 
the  breath,  legato,  intonation,  phrasing,  enunciation 
and  interpretation  are  a  few  of  the  many  important 
quaHties  which  are  necessary  for  good  singing. 
Each  voice  must  be  treated  individually  and  a  higher 
ideal  than  mere  mechanical  drill  aimed  at  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  best  works  of  the  masters,  both 
new  and  old  and  a  musicianly  style. 

During  this  course  of  voice  study,  the  study 
of  Harmony,  Musical  History,  Piano,  English, 
German  and  French  is  required  for  a  degree,  also 
public  appearances  in  Recital. 

During  the  four  years  course  the  following 
studies  are  suggested :  Sieber,  Panofka,  Concone, 
Lamperti,  Bordogni,  Panseron,  and  Marchesi.  Also 
standard  English,  Italian,  French  and  German  songs. 
Oratorio  and  Opera. 

DEPARTMENT  OF   ORATORY  AND 
PUBLIC    SPEAKING 

The  province  of  this  department  is  not  simply 
to   memorize     sentences     and      utter     them,     but    to 
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Strengthen  the  memory,  to  cuhivate  the  imagination 
and  to  develop  the  soul.  No  one  can  memorize  and 
repeat  the  words  and  thoughts  of  the  great  orators 
and  not  thereby  develop  the  memory,  imagination 
and  the  soul.  At  the  same  time  it  gives  a  polish  and 
bearing  to  one  that  no  other  department  can  give. 

Never  in  the  history  of  education  has  ther  been 
a  greater  demand  for  public  speakers  than  at  the 
present.  The  pulpit,  the  platform,  the  bar  and  the 
business  world  are  calling  for  men  who  can  tell  with 
effect  what  they  know. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department,  not  to 
develop  an  artificial  voice  and  gesture,  but  to  lead 
out  and  train  the  natural  voice  and  to  develop 
naturalness  and  ease  Tn  speaking. 

Though  we  develop  the  art  of  impersonation  and 
entertaining,  the  greater  emp'hasis  is  placed  upon  de- 
veloping common  reading  and  oratory  and  the  ability 
to  express  ones  self  in  the  most  effective  way. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

FIRST    YEAR 

I.  This  course  consists  of  one  class  drill 
throughout  tlie  year.  We  discuss  and  develop  the 
principles  of  proper  breathing,  articulation,  voice 
building,  physical  culture,  principles  of  gesture  and 
phonetics.  A  great  deal  of  concert  w^ork  and  recit- 
ing before  the  class  is  done. 

2.     Practical  Public  Speaking. — ^^One  private  les- 
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son  each  week  50  minutes  long.  In  this  private  work 
the  student  is  given  such  exercises  as  will  bring  out 
the  quality  and  strength  of  each  individual  voice.  In 
this  course  and  course  (i)  is  laid  the  foundation  for 
all  forms  of  public  speaking,  reciting  and  entertain- 
ing, greater  emphasis  being  placed  upon  common 
reading  and  oratory. 

SECOND  YEAR 

3.  Lectures  and  Class  Work  Throughout  the 
Year. — A  careful  study  is  made  of  the  different 
qualities  of  voice,  force,  stress,  pitch  and  movement. 
A  study  of  cadence,  slides,  tone,  color,  interpretation 
and  meaning  of  gesture. 

4.  Continuation  of  course  2,  one  private  les- 
son each  week.  The  study  and  reciting  of  master 
orations  is  a  feature  of  this  course.  Also  a  careful 
and  analytical  study  is  made  of  the  pathetic,  humor- 
ous and  all  the  different  styles  of  compositions.  Re- 
citals will  be  given  from  time  to  time  in  which  all 
will  be  expected  to  take  part. 

Those  completing  the  work  in  first  and  second 
year  will  be  given  a  diploma.  Those  wishing  a  de- 
gree in  oratory  must  have  had  two  years  college 
English  and  take  oratory  a  third  year,  making  it  a 
major  subject. 

Due  credit  will  be  given  for  work  done  else" 
where.

nient  does  not  depend  upon  so  many  years  work,  but 
upon  the  amount  of  time  given  the  work  and  the 
quaHty  of  work  done. 

Most  students  take  heavy  work  in  college  and 
give  a  little  spare  time  to  oratory.  Any  one  giving 
all  his  time,  or  a  greater  portion  of  it  to  oratory  and 
public  speaking  could  finish  in  much  shorter  time. 

Students  not  wanting  to  take  the  regular  course 
but  wishing  a  limited  amount  of  help  may  begin 
work  at  any  time. 

Tuition  $25.00  per  semester.  Full  work  in  this  de- 
partment is  taking  course  i  and  2  first  year  and 
course  3  and  4  second  year.  For  those  wis'hing  to 
take  only  course  (i)  or  (3)  tuition  is  $10.00  per 
semester. 

Arrangements  for  tuition  must  be  made  in  ad- 
vance, by  cash  payment,  or  by  note  in  the  case  of  re- 
liable students.  No  tuition  will  be  refunded  except 
in  case  of  prolonged  sickness.

F'or  graduate  students  wishing  to  pursue  work 
leading  to  the  higher  degrees,  as  well  as  for  those 
who  wish  to  specialize  in  certain  departments,  the 
graduate  school  offers  advanced  courses.  Arrange- 
ment for  special  courses  in  graduate  work  may  be 
made  with  the  head  of  a  department,  in  consultation 
with  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 
THE    MASTER'S   DEGREE 

A  bachelor  of  the  Methodist  University  of  Okla- 
homa, or  of  another  institution  of  accepted  standing, 
may  become  a  candidate  for  the  Master's  Degree  by 
the  completion  of  thirty  semester  hours  of  resident 
study  under  the  following  regulations : 

1.  At  least  twenty  hours  of  this  work  must  be 
done  as  a  major  in  some  department  in  which  the 
student  has  already  met  the  requiremlsnts  for  his 
major  elective  course  for  the  bachelor's  degree. 

2.  The  remainder  of  the  work  must  be  done  as 
a    minor    in    some   related   department. 

3.  All  work  for  the  master's  degree  shall  be 
done  with  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate 
School,  and  must  be  of  a  high  grade  of  efficiency. 

4.  The  candidate  must  present  a  thesis  on  an 
approved  topic  related  to  his  major  subject.  The 
subject  of  the  thesis  must  be  submitted  to  the  Dean 
of  the  Graduate  School  by  the  first  Monday  J;in 
November,  and  the  completed  thesis  JtiJuplicate  must 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Dean  by  the  first  Monday  in 
May. 
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The  Teachers'   College 

A  university  teachers  certificate  will  be  granted 
to  all  graduates  who  have  received  the  A.  B.  degree 
and  who  have  taken  the  usual  professional  courses  in 
the  college.  All  candidates  for  the  teacher's  cer- 
tificate should  elect  those  courses  in  pedagogy, 
psychology  and  education  that  bear  directly  upon  the 
subject  of  teaching. 

The  state  board  of  education  has  heretofore 
granted  state  certificates  to  graduates  of  Epworth 
University  who  have  conformed  to  the  requirements 
of  the  board  regarding  professional  subjects.  As- 
surance has  been  given  that  the  state  board  will 
continue  to  grant  these  certificates  to  the  graduates 
of  the  university  under  the  same  conditions  as  have 
obtained  in  the  past. 
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Advantages.  The  Commercial  School  of  the  Meth 
odist  University  of  Oklahoma  offers  superior  advantagea 
for  an  extensive  study  of  business  principles  and  thor- 
ough training  in  business  methods.  This  department  oc- 
cupies commodious  quarters  in  the  main  building.  The 
rooms  are  all  large,  airy,  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated. 
They  are  equipped  throughout  with  new  fixtures,  type- 
writers, etc.,  and  everything  needed  for  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  department.  In  addition  to  the  regular  work 
of  the  department,  frequent  lectures  upon  practical  topics, 
not  found  in  text-books  are  given.  Prominent  business 
men  are  also  invited  to  give  lectures  upon  different 
phases  of  practical  business  life.  The  advantages  of  a 
business  course  ^pursued  in  connection  with  a  College  of 
!L.iberal  Arts  are  obvious.  In  addition  to  the  usual  advant- 
ages of  a  business  college,  are  found  such  privileges  as 
the  college  library  and  reading  room,  literary  societies, 
lecture  courses,  gymnasium  privileges,  superiorf  social 
and  moral  influences,  etc.  The  expense  for  board,  in- 
cidentals, etc.,  is  very  moderate. 

The  Commercial  school  is  conducted  on  the  "all- 
year"  plan.  This  enables  students  to  enter  at  any  time 
and  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  possible.  It  also 
gives  the  many  teachers  of  Oklahoma  an  opportunity  to 
epend  their  vacations  preparing  themselves  for  more  re- 
munerative positions. 

Courses.  We  offer  two  courses,  each  complete  In 
Itself,  and  in  addition  a  combination  course,  which  is 
made  up  by  allowing  the  student  to  choose  any  study  or 
studies  from  either  of  the  two  courses  mentioned;  sub- 
ject, of  course  to  the  approval  of  the  director.  This  give* 
the   student   the   widest   possible   range   in   choosing   his 
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work,  not  only  as  to  scope  and  character  of  same,  but 
also  as  to  time  required  for  the  completion. 

We  believe  that  every  individual  should  receive  at 
least  some  commercial  training  during  his  scholastic  ca- 
reer. It  covers  a  class  of  work  that  everyone  will  need 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent  some  time  during  his  lifetime. 
It  does  not  contemplate  that  the  individual  who  is  to  re- 
ceive any  benefit  therefrom  must  necessarily  enter  the 
business  office.  We  believe  that  our  courses  are  so 
framed  that  the  individual  will  receive,  not  only  an  edu- 
cational and  cultural  value  from  the  same,  but  he  will 
also  receive  a  training  that  will  be  of  value  to  him  in  his 
every  day  life  and  in  his  own  business  career,  no  matter 
what  station  he  may  occupy  or  what  field  of  endeavor  he 
may  choose  to  enter.  It  is  our  purpose  so  to  equip  our 
graduates  that  they  may  become  not  merely  bookkeepers 
and  stenographers  but  that  they  maiy  become  men  and 
women  of  affairs  in  any  community. 

Bookkeeping.  Bookkeeping  is  pTesented  in  a  natural 
and  practical  manner,  "through  business  practice  from 
the  start."  The  student  **learns  to  do  by  doing."  He 
commences  business  with  a  cash  capital;  he  deposits 
and  checks;  he  buys  and  sells  for  cash,  notes,  on  account. 
etc.;  he  is  instructed  how  to  make  and  keep  a  proper 
record  of  the  same  in  his  books;  he  proceeds,  step  by 
step,  from  simple  to  complex  business  transactions,  and 
is  thus  prepared  for  assuming  larger  and  more  responsi- 
ble business  relations. 

Commercial  Law.  An  effort  is  made  to  give  a  clear 
insight  into  the  laws  governing  business  transactions,  in- 
volving contracts,  legal  documents,  negotiable  papers,  cor- 
porations, agency,  joint  stock  companies,  insurance,  lien, 
interest  and  usury,  real  estate  conveyances,  landlord  and 
tenant,  shipping,  etc. 

Business  Correspondence.    We  consider  the  subject  of 
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business  corresipondence  of  great  importance.  It  is  not 
so  difficult  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  form  and  punc- 
tuation of  a  business  letter.  But  it  does  require  a  great 
deal  of  study  and  practice  to  acquire  the  diction  and 
short  sentence  structure  so  characteristic  of  a  good  busi- 
ness letter. 

Business  Penmanship  is  given  a  prominent  place, 
classes  meeting  throughout  the  year. 

Spelling.  ODaily  drills  from  a  practical  manual  on 
the  subject. 

Advanced  Business  Practice.  After  a  certain  amount 
of  work  has  been  accomiplished  the  students  are  formed 
into  a  business  community  where  each  becomes  a  pro- 
prietor, assuming  the  management  of  large  business  in- 
terests, the  success  of  which  depends  upon  his  own  ef- 
forts; college  currency  is  used;  the  students  mingle  free- 
ly, negotiating  terms  of  purchase  and  sale,  buying  bank 
drafts,  depositing  and  checking  money,  discounting  notes, 
drafts,  etc.,  thus  becoming  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
business  methods. 

Banking.  Our  banks  have  a  complete  modern  equip- 
ment, v/ith  a  full  set  of  books  especially  ruled  for  this 
work.  They  receive  detposits,  discount  notes,  receive  notes 
ana  drafts  for  collection,  issue  bank  drafts,  certificates 
of  deposit,  etc.  In  fact,  the  work  is  similar  in  every  way 
to  that  in  any  modern  banking  establishment. 

The  Other  Offices..  The  wholesale  house,  the  com- 
mission house,  the  freight  office,  in  fact,  all  offices  per- 
form their  functions  through  the  natural  ohannels  of  bus- 
iness. Each  student  takes  his  turn  in  the  offices  and  be- 
comes thoroughl-y  acquainted  with  the  routine  of  the  same 
and  is  held  responsible  for  its  proper  management  and 
condition. 

Physical  Training.  Students  in  the  Commercial  de- 
partment   are    expected    to    take    the    work    in    Physical 
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Training  required  of  all  regularly  matriculated  students. 

Office  Training.  This  course  covers  the  utilization 
of  spare  time  in  the  office,  office  routine,  preparation  of 
incoming  and  outgoing  mail,  filing  systems,  office  ap- 
pliances, deportment  and  business  ethics,  business  and 
legal  papers,  printing  and  proof  reading.

Bach  year  finds  thousands  of  stenog- 
raphers, who  are  confidential  clerks  or  private  secretaries 
assuming  positions  of  trust  and  responsibility.  It  is 
one  of  the  modern  stepping  stones  to  commercial  success. 
It  is  their  constant  association  with  the  details  of  the 
business  which  thus  enables  the  stenographer  to  step 
into  the  higher  positions.  The  same  amount  of  energy 
and  determination  is  necessariy  to  learn  shorthand  as  for 
any  other  study,  but  the  opportunities  for  advancement 
and  immediate  remunerative  returns  are  greater  than 
in  any  other  branch  requiring  the  same  amount  of  time 
and  attention.

These  courses  aim  not  only  at  training  in 
Kindergarten  principles  and  methods,  but  at  the 
teacher's  own  development,  that  she  may  become  a 
stronger  and  wiser  factor  in  the  all-sided  growth  of 
the  child. 

Besides  good  health,  moral  character,  and 
general  culture,  the  student  must  be  able  to  play 
and  sing  Kindergarten  music,  and  have  some  knowl- 
edge of  free-hand  drawing. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  city  superintendent, 
students  will  be  afforded  opportunity  to  observe  and 
practice  in  the  publi'c  schools,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Director  of  the  Kindergarten. 

A  diploma  will  be  given  to  students  who  meet 
the    following   requirements:

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The  Summer   School 


In  response  to  a  demand  on  the  part  of  teachers 
and  others  and  in  accordance  with  a  desire  to  in- 
crease the  usefulness  of  the  University,  a  summer 
session  ^s  held  each  year  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
following  classes: 

1.  City  and  county  superintendents,  principals, 
and  teachers,  especially  those  in  the  high  school,  to 
enable  them  to  review  their  work  and  to  become 
familiar  with  the  latest  and  best  methods  of  teaching. 

2.  Students  desiring  to  complete  their  academy 
courses. 

3.  University  students  who  wish  to  make  up 
irregularities  or  secure  advanced  standing. 

4.  Graduate  students  who  desire  to  specialize 
in  one  of  the  departments  or  who  wish  to  take  aa 
advanced  degree. 

Students  may  enroll  for  as  many  as  three  sub- 
jects, but  no  more  credit  than  one  unit  in  the 
academy  or  six  semester  hours  in  the  college  may  be 
secured  during  any  one  session. 

A  fee  of  ten  dollars  will  be  charged  all  students 
enrolling  in  the  academy  and  twelve  dollars  for  those 
enrolling  in  the  college.  For  certain  laboratory 
courses  a  small  fee  will  be  charged  to  cover  cost  of 
material  and  breakage.  Teachers  and  others  will  at 
stated  times  have  access  to  the  gymnasium,  Hbrarj, 
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and  other  equipment  of  the  University  without  extra 
^ost. 

The  largest  chautauqua  in  the  state  is  held  at 
beautiful  Mineral  Wells  Park  during  the  month  of 
June  each  year.  Here  may  be  heard  the  finest  talent 
in  the  land  at  a  very  low  cost.  The  famous  mineral 
water  from  the  Guthrie  artesian  wells  is  accessible  to 
all, — people  come  from  all  sections  of  this  and  other 
states  to  take  advantage  of  the  medicinal  and  health- 
giving  qualities  of  this  water.  The  splendid  paved 
streets,  the  broad  well-kept  lawns,  the  stately 
churches,  the  beautiful  parks,  the  healthfulness  of  the 
city,  and  the  many  railroads  make  of  Guthrie  an 
ideal  location  for  a  summer  schooL 

Since  classes  will  be  organized  only  when  a  suf- 
fici'ent  number  of  persons  ask  for  them,  all  prospective 
students  should  submit  their  names  with  subjects 
desired  early  in  the  year.  Communications  concern- 
ing the  summer  school  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Dean  of  the  College.
